that he occaſioned Willoyughbyto be Committed to Newgate, and an ot- 
der tv be given tg.the Attorney General for the Drawing up of an Indift. ' 
ment of Bigh Treaſon againſt Willoughby ; 
Upon November 1. 1679'Cglone! Manſell further proved by gocd witay 
neſſes, that the forementioned Willoyghby had ſtood twice in the pilloryy 
cnce at $alisb#r.9;and that inBerk ſire he had been whipr at the carts:tailk 
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That he hal been. Convittedat the-Old Bailey in London, for Befacing

Trixcets,.all ve:y rich, and of conſiderable value 5 as alſo divers Trunks

. aod Printed in the year 1672, with many / opiſh Catichiſgss and > bool: 
Pooks , to corrupt and poylon the Youth of the Nations 

By the Time fince theſe Books were Prigtcd,the vaſt quantities which 
have been by Sir.##i/liaw Waller and other gentlemen , aiready Seized 
and burnt , by the quantities ( which may be certain are ſtill conceal- 
ed, and by the vaſt Numbers which we m1y eaſily conceive Jare al- 
ready ſcattered and diſperſed into private Hands and Families z we may 
readily calculate to what a Lofty Stature Popery would have grown in 
a few years. more,by ſuch careful Waterings of the Tender t ngli[h Plants 
as theſe : if not thus, in every thiog, by a 4z1raculous Providence pre- 
'vented- | 

Bcoks are no leſs Criminal than men, in regard they intend the ſame 
DeſtiuRtion of the Sou! , as the other tothe Body : And therfore it is as
